Indianapolis. March 31.—Th* nation­ 
al convention of U nited Mine W orkers 
of America adjourned sine die Friday 
after authorizing the national and dis­ 
trict officers to sign a wage agreem ent 
with any 
coal operator who would 
agree to pay the acale of 1903 or its 
equivalent, for a period of tw o years. 
This Is an advance of 5.55 per cent In 
w ages In Illinois, Ohio and w estern 
Pennsylvania, and all other 
districts 
except In the Southw est district, com­ 
prising Missouri, K ansas, Texas, A r­ 
kansas and Indian Territory, w here an 
advance of 3 cents per ton is dem and­ 
ed, as the 1903 scale la practically in 
force In th a t district. 
T he convention declined an offer 
m ade by the operators of Illinois, In­ 
diana and Ohio to subm it the wage 
difference to arbitration. W here a coal 
operator owns mines in different dis­ 
tricts the scale m ust be signed by all 
the properties at the sam e time, be­ 
fore any will be allowed to run. 
The action of the convention brings 
out of the mines of the country 509,500 
men in the anthracite and bitum inous j 
fields. 
These will rem ain on strike I 
until settlem ents 
have been signed 
by districts or with individual opera­ 
tors. 
It is anticipated th at the scale will 
be signed In a few days by employers 
of 75,000 miners. 
The Pittsburg Coal company and F. 
L. Robbins of western Pennsylvania, 
who also owns mines In Ohio. Illinois 
and W est Virginia will, it is expected. 
sign along with a num ber of other in­ 
dependent opoerators. 
The m iners 
expect to get the advance soon in all 
the Indiana mines south of the B alti­ 
more and Ohio railroad, in a num ber 
of central Indiana 
mines. In one-half 
of the Illinois mines, and in a large 
per cent of the mines of Ohio. 
T he convention 
cost 
the 
m iners 
f 105,000 per diem and transportation 
of delegates. 
There is in the national 
and district treasury for the miners 
$2,500,000. of which $400,000 is in the 
national treasury. 
T he convention failed to expel Pat­ 
rick Dolan and Uriah Bellingham, the 
P ittsburg district officials, from the 
organization, by a vote of 450 to 353. 
The controversy w as referred back to 
the Pittsburg district.

Skinner for having said that trickery 
and deceit had been practiced in hav­ 
ing the amendment tacked to the bill.

a m agnifying hand m irror. In a room 
th at Is not too brightly Illum inated pin 
a sheet of w hile paper ou the w all op 
poslte to a w indow th at by preference 
should face the north or aw ay from the 
position of the sun. 
T aking first th e 
reading glass, hold It betw een the win­ 
dow and the w all parallel to the sheet 
of paper and a foot or m ore d istan t 
from the latter. By m oving It to and 
fro a little you will be able to find a 
distance corresponding to the focal 
length of th e lens, a t w’hich a picture 
of th e w indow is form ed on the paper. 
T his picture, or imago, w ill be upside 
dow n because the ray s of light cross 
a t the focus. 
By m oving the glass a 
little closer to the w all you w ill cause 
the picture of the w indow to becom e 
Indistinct, w hile a beautiful im age of 
the houses, trees or other objects of the 
outdoor w orld beyond w ill be form ed 
upon th e paper. W e thus learn th a t the 
distan ce of th e im age from the lens va 
Ties w ith the d istan ce of the object 
w hose Im age is form ed. In precisely a 
sim ilar m anner an im age is form ed a t 
tho focus of th e o bject glass of a re ­ 
frac tin g telescope. 
T ake next your m agnifying or con­ 
cave m irror, and, detaching the sheet 
of paper from the yrall, hold it nearly 
in fro n t of tile m b-ror betw een th e la t­ 
te r and the w indow . W hen you have 
ad ju sted the 
d istan ce to the focal 
length o f th e m irror, you w ill see nu 
im age of th e w indow projected on th e 
paper. By v arying th e d istan ce as be­ 
fore you w ill be able to produce a t w ill 
pictures of n e are r or m ore rem ote ob 
jects. It is in this w ay th a t im ages are 
form ed a t th e focus of the m irror of a 
reflecting telescope.

partment of Justice for criminal pro­ 
ceedings with a view of bringing about 
Indictment. 
This 
action, 
howev* , 
will be deferred until after the com 
mission has conducted further hear­ 
ings In other cities where, It Is al­ 
leged, similar unlawful acts have been 
committed. 
At present It Is contem­ 
plated by the commlsalon to examine 
certain witnesses at Buffalo and Phil­ 
adelphia. w* ere, It Is said, frauds equal 
to lf not of greater magnitude than 
those alleged to have been committed 
In New York and vicinity have been 
perpetrated. These latter haring* will 
be conducted some time during April. 
A member of the commission said thi 
it Is the determination of the commis­ 
sion so far as possible to break up 
iractice, and that It la the belief that 
this can be done through drastic ac­ 
tion of the courts.
